ures used for this purpose, the au- 
tomoblle owners of Missouri would 
save in the shortened period for 
completion of the system in the 
neighborhood of $100,000,000, 
which would be more than enough 
to pay the interest on the bonds 
from their issuance to maturity. 
This is supposing the roads could 
be completed on the pay-as-you-go 
plan by 1935, as estimated by our 
engineers, or by 1981 with the aid 
of bonds. 

“The estimate of present saving 
to automobile owners on a half- 
completed system in Missouri is 
$20,000,000 per year. Thig does 
not take into consideration at all 
the additional money which may 
be received from tourist traffic or 
the economic advantage of farmers 
and business houses using the 
highways for freight and passenger 
traffic, nor the advantage which 
would accrue to Missouri through 
a completed system over one more 
or less disconnected throughout the 
State, nor the increase in cars due 
to the use of a finished system. 

“Tt has been said in opposition 
to a bond issue that it would pledge 
revenues of the State for many 
years to come. The fact that is- 
suance of bonds would definitely 
commit road monies te completion 
of the State system is, I think. 
one of the strongest argumentg in 
its favor. This is the best way to 
prevent dissipation of the money. 

Allowance for Maintenance, 

“Ample allowance can be made 
to set aside each year, over and 
above the cost of interest and sink- 
ing fund, money for maintenance, 
administration, cost of collecting 
revenue (gasoline tax) and a more 
liberal] allowance-for extra mainte- 
nance, dust treatment and emerg- 
encies than we can possibly enjoy 
under restricted operation of the 
pay-as-you-go plan. Furthermore, 
there would still be many millions 
available for further road building 
after the 7640 miles are completed. 

“While there has been objection 
offered to increasing our debt, we 
should not lose sight of the fact 
that debts for road-building pur- 
| poses are not analagous to debts

A $90,000 four-story apartment

erected at 4223 Enright avenue by 
Frank L. Williams, principal of 
Sumner High School and the 
Teachers’ College for Negroes, 
student of the housing problems 


and the uplift of his race. 

The building has 21 three and 
four room apartments to rent at 
$60 to $75 a month. Within the 
month since completion, 15 of them 
have been rented without advertis- 
ing. Williams, who owns several 
houses and flats for Negroes, de- 
clares he built it to demonstrate 
the type of home that members of 
his race would build for themselves 
if they were able to finance it. 

“The housing situation for Ne- 
groes in St. Louis ts no longer a 
shortage, but rather a problem of 
'finding the sort of home they 
‘'want,” he said. “Many flats that 
have been bullt for them have 
been of flimsy construction, and 
hundreds of homes they took over 
from white people were old and in 
a deplorable condition. 

Policy Toward Tenants. 

“You cannot give any people a 
shabby home or a cheaply con- 
structed one and expect them to 
keep it In first-class condition. My 
policy has been to look after the 
places I rent out as carefully as 
| though I lived in them myself, and 
the reward I get in the conduct 
and care of my tenants is remarka- 
ble.”
